Loan* to farmers 
who 
have 
tayed within their coin acreage 
illotments will be 
available 
to 
farmers Dec. 1, 1838. to March 31, 
1939. says S. L Binford, chairman 
of the Ni w Madrid County Com­ 
mittee. 
Applications 
for 
loans 
may now' be made at the* office in 
New Madrid. The lo <n rate is 57 
rents per bushel on No. 3 corn or 
better, testing not moie than 20'a 
per cent moisture. 
Crib- 
eight 
feet wide are recommended; for 
cribs wider than 8 feet, one per 
rent must be subtracted from the 
20Mi for each extra foot in crib 
width. Thi« would mean that the 
moisture limit on a crib 10 feet 
wide would be 1 8 per cent. 
The eligible farmer is expected 
to put eligible corn in a 
storage 
place on the farm that will main­ 
tain both quality and quantity of 
the corn coliateial. 
The farmer 
pledges himself to deliver the spe­ 
cified quantity and quality of corn, 
when the loan is called, from the 
sealed crib 
If this corn has de­ 
teriorated in quality below No. 3 
grade or if the specified quantity 
of corn isn’t in the crib, the far­ 
mer will pay for the difference. If 
he can deliver the collateral 
in 
good shape he has met his obliga­ 
tions. 
A preliminary inspection fee of 
$3 must be posted when the
